1. If the expenditure is made before the 60th day before the date of the election, this form must be filed 
with the City Clerk no later than the fifth business day after the date of the expenditure. 

2. If the expenditure is made on or after the 60th day before the date of the election and before the ninth 
day before the date of the election, this form must be filed with tlie City Clerk no later than the 
second business day after the date of the expenditure. 

3. If tlie expenditure is made on or after the ninth day before the date of the election, this form must be 
filed with the City Clerk no later than 5 p.m. on the first business day after the date of the 
expenditure. 

All independent expenditures during a City election must be reported electronically.
